World War II a tar tad ha waa trainad for agent work In Austria. Ho was 
dropped into Austria by parachuta, but Ills agent career was vary short 
baoause ha wrs captured shortly after reaching Vienna (ConsnontJ April 
19li3, according to LSI«»33)o His paronts, both Coranainista, Vforo in a 
Gernsin concentration campo His parents are both still Uving. 

b, Th» Genaan StaatspoliEcl, spooifically the chief Kri Toln a lr at 
SAHITZER, roloasod KKRNHAIEK during the last days of ttie wai’o KERMMAIER 
was picked up by tha Red Army and received a ten year prtson sentence in 
the USSR, tha Hinimum sentence for a Soviet agent who allowed himself to 
bo captured and did not comrait suicide# 

Co I mot KERNHAIER in Canp Ho, 5 of Inta during Docember 1951, Inta 
Ho. 5 was the medical c-cgp and KERHHAIEH %ms working as nurse there. He 
was released from that Job which was, relatively speaking, a good Job in 
tha Soviet labor eosps about the same tlina that I was released from 
quarantine In No, 5 • We ware both assigned to Inta Work Caop No, 3» He 
worked in the mines, one of the worst Jobs, without being able to amello- 
rate his situation, until September or October 195b, Quite un«qpectddly 
be was moved to a staging area. His ten»ysar sentence would have bean 
conploted in 1955 « He would have boon released earlier In any case 
because he had earned extra time through hie good behavior and aaxiioua 
woiHc quota (Coaraenti Source is referring to the Soviet system in the 
labor camps whereby prisoners could reduce their sentences through ful- 
filling wrk quotas), 

d, KEBHHAIER is a very modest and introspective man and had a very 
small circle of good friends in the camp. He had a good reputation among 
the Germans and other nationals in the labor camp. In spite of his 
"dialectical aaterlaUsDi" education, he loved music and tha arts and is 
well informed in these fields. I was told by a person who had talked to 
him when ho returned from the Soviet Union that he was astonished that 
the Russians had not approached (iseo, for an intelUgence Biission) before 
he left tha Soviet Union. He had been very afraid that they would, Ha 
was reportedly offered a well paid position by the Austrian Communiet 
Party upon his return if he would work with tte Party, He rofusod this, 
according to what I have heard, and 1 do not doubt that he did refuse 
the offer. At present he has no interest wlwtsoever in intelligence or 
Cojasamist Party work. He is a very uorthwhilo parson who suffere oven 
today from hie past which was duo to events beyond his control and to 
inexperience. 



U, We believe most of the above information was given to -UPSWIHQ duriJ^ 
the period ups WIHG was talking to CARET XNA (For Headquarters i Part of tha 
above is contained in the material attached to EGPA-I 5 O 9 O, of 26 Noveraber 1957.), 
We have no information as to whether .UESWINO passed it to their-Austrlan 
^liaison, Ws would bo interested in learning whether -Austrian -liaison sources 
have ever passed any typo of rotomee debriefing on KERNHAIER" to VOB, Refer=- 
•nce requested the same information on Hermann STLUKA and, as yet, we have 
received no reply to Reference from VOB, 

5o iSABETIKA. does not mention Kl!RNMAIER*s double— agent role under Amt IV 
control. He will be queotionad about this because he know SANITZER and vas 
familiar, at least in outline, with some of the SANITZER play-backs. From 
GARETINA»8 report, it would appear that KERHHAIER did not talk about hie double- 
agent career, CARETINA is etill in Contact with KERNHAIER whom he regards as 
a good friend. 
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
